Davis, [he then Governor, 
in 1814} and this report he einbodted in the 
ebapter on Hongkong in his valunble work 
on China, published ‘in’ Londom in ‘1847. 
‘Ve. opinion which My Martin . formed 
ou. tho island is shown in the heading of 
his chapter : it ia ‘ Hongkong ; its position, 
prospects, charscter, and ullor worthlesr- 
ness iu every point vfview to England” 
He was convilced tor that his opinion 
waa worth listening to; for he sxys in the 
letior to Sir Jubn Da: sting his report : 
‘ Having devoted twenty years to the pe 
gcaia) oxhmination and stndy.of the colonies 
of England, France, 8yain, Portugal aud 
Hollund, my wind lias been prepared for 
an investigation of Hongkong ; aud I trust 
LT may not bo deomed proaumptuous in hav- 
ing-thus early formesz conclusions on 
the oxisting value and future prospects vf 
the wlony.”, It says ‘4 good deal for the 
foresight of Sir John Javie and the Seero- 
taty of State for the Ovlonies that they ‘re- 
fusod to be convinced by tho mass of 
evidoneo that Mr Martin accumulated and 
laid bofore them, and that they stuck seso- 
lutely to Hongkong through oll its carly 
difficulties.: Mr Martin begins by showing 
thatthe physical aspect of the island ‘will 
ever effectudlly preveat the formation 
at Victoria of any concentrated town, 
adapted for mutual protiction, clean- 
liness and comfurt.’ The  groand 
was rotten granite, almost pulrescent. 
©On examining the. sites of : houses 
in Victoria, whose foundations wore being 
exeavaled in the sides of tho hills, the strata
